AN ORDINANCE ADDING A NEW SECTION, CHAPTER 9 
ARTICLE 11, SECTION 9-11.8 ENTITLED, "STUDENT DRESS 
POLICY" OF THE POLICIES OF THE SUFFOLK CITY SCHOOL 
BOARD— FIRST READING 

BE IT ORDAINED, by the School Board of the City of Suffolk, Virginia that 
Chapter 9, Article 11, Section 9-11.8, entitled "Student Dress Policy" of the Policies 
of the Suffolk City School Board is hereby amended to read as follows: 

Section 9-11.8 Statement of School Board Policy. — Student attire imp acts the 
teaching and learning environ me nt. It can either promote a more effective educational 
environment or it can disrupt the education a l climate and process. In order to ensure that 
our students' education is conducted in a n environment, where safety risks, disrup tions 
and distractions are minimized, all stud e nts enrolled in Suffolk Public Schools shall 
adhere to dress regulatio n promulgated by the School Sup erintendent 

BE IT FURTHER ORDAINED, that all phrases, clauses, sentences, paragraphs

Rg^ujations for student dregs 
designed to promote a st anda rd of appe ar ance that complements the learn ing 
environment. " 

B " All students are required to wear dress ap pro priate to the rw.asion and to 
avoid wearing attire that ca n ha ve an adve rse impact on th, t eaching and learning 
environment. In order t o ens ure that the education of students enrolled in Suffolk Public 
Schools is conducted m an environment where safety risks disru ptions, and dish-anting 
are minimized, all students will adhere to t h e following minimal standards of dress. 

C * The following clothing is expressly pro hibited and shall not be worn by 
students enrolled in any Suffolk Public School whi le in the classroom or participating in 
school sponsored activities: 

L Sexually suggestive or revealing attire, w h ich shall include anv article of clothing 
that does not cover the midriff, back, or should ers, reveals cleavage, or exposes 
undergarments. 

2. Clothes made of spandex. 

3- Clothes having rips or tears above the knees. 

4 - "Sagging" pants and shorts not securely fastened aronnd the waist. 

5 - Skirts, dresses, and shorts that rise above the fingertip s when the arms are 
stretched downward. 

6- Any article of clothing that advertises a lcohol, or an illegal substance, depicts lewd 
graphics, displays offensive or obscene language, p ro motes violence or is gang- 
related. 

7- Clothing with slogans or words across the buttocks. 

8 - Head cove rings unless worn for religious or medical reasons. 

9- Flip flops, open toed shoes, slippers, and roller shoes f heelys^ 

10. Any accessory that advertises alcohol, or an illegal substance, depicts lewd 
graphics, displays offensive or obscene language, p rom otes violence or is gang- 
related. 

1 1 . Sunglasses, wallet chains, and necklaces that hang below the sternum. 

12. Sleep wear.
